New 
dorms  are  already  on  the 
drawing  board.  In  the  near 
future  there  will  be  a  two 
million  dollar  dorm  built  which 
will  house  one  wing  of 
women  students  and  a  wing 
of  men  students.  ■  Central 
Washington  State  College  is 
truly  Growing,  Developing  and 
Progressing.
